New .York, Dec. 14. — The great steel 
gas tank of the Consolidated Gas Co. at 
Avenue A and Twentieth street, the 
largest of its kind in the world,- col- 
lapsed at 5:30 o’clock Tisesday after* 

noon. It went iown with a crash and 
• • 

roar like a great explo$ion. < 

Masonry of granite blocks and bricks 
to the height of 50 feet fell like a child’s 
toy house of blocks, and loosened from 
bondage 8,000,000 gallons of water, del- 
uged the streets and in a ten-foot tidal 
wave carried death and destruction 
through the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. It is not known how many 
were killed and injured. 

The dead so far known is three and 
the injured number 23. 

The steel tank was 178 feet in diame- 
ter and 160 feet high. Rising out of 
the ground to a height of 50 feet u-as a 
wall of granite and brick many feet in 
thickness. This was filled with 8,00,000,- 
i)00 gallons of water. A gang of men 
were at work under a foreman filling 
the pit to make the first “water test.” 

The great tank seemed to withstand 
the test well. The laborers were even 
beginning to gather up their tools to 
knock off. There w4re many people on 
the streets and crowded street cars 
coming and going. 

Suddenly came an awful crash. The 
men below had scarcely time to fly 
from .beneath the falling walls ere 
they were picked up by the mass of 
rolling water and hu led hundreds of 
feet away. . Into the basement, the 
first and second floors- of factories 
and tenements, rushed the flood. 

Workmen were shot out of the fac- 
tory windows and carried a block or 
more as if mere straws. 

Women were washed out '"of the 
flats from the first floors and almost 
drowned. 

Mary Ann O'Connell and her little 
4-year-old sister Catherine were seated 
at the front window on the second 
floor of No. 335 Avenue A. Before 
they could turn to flee a rush of water 
struck them both, smashing them 
both through the doo^ and carrying 
them half a block distant. Both w'ere 
terribly injured, the little one perhaps 
fatally. 

Henry Fuldner was taken up bodily 
and carried almost to Twenty-first 
street. His son was also carried out of 
his office by the water, but was caught 
in the debris and but for the timely ar- 
rival of some workmen with axes he 
would have been drowned. 

Andrew W’endt, one of the killed, 
was near tho base of the tank when it 
collapsed. He was caught by the rush- 
ing waters and borne almost an in- 
credible distance. His mangled and 
almost naked bod 3' was found against 
an elevated railroad pillar at Twenty- 
first street and First avenue, more than 
a block away. 

W. J. Logan, of the Logan iron 
works of Green point, L. 1., the con- 
tractor who was building the tank, ar- 
rived on the scene within a few min- 
utes after the collapse and was at 
once placed under arrest. 

\Vm. H. Bradley, chief engineer of 
the Consolidated Gas Co., and said to 
be jointly responsible for the work 
with Contractor Logan, w^as placed 
under arrest. Both were charged with 
homicide and their bail was placed at 
$10,000 each.

Artif^e five deals with the cession of 
barracks, war materials^ arms, stores, 
buildiiigs and all property appertaining 
to the 'Spanish administration in the 
Philippines. 

Article six is a renunciation by both 
nations of their respective claims 
against each other and the citizens of 
each other. 

Article seven grants to Spani.sh trade 
and shipping in the J’hilippines the 
same treatment as American trade 
and shipping for a period of ten years. 

Article eight provides for the release 
of all prisoners of war held by Spain 
and of*, all prisoners held by her for 
political ^offenses committed in the 
colonics acquired by the United States. 

ArtiAe nine guarantees the legal 
rights pf Spaniards remaining in Cuba, 

Article ten establishes religious free- 
dom in the Philippines and guarantee* 
to aU churches equal rights. 

Article eleven provides for the com- 
jiosition of courts and other tribunals 
in Porto Rico and Cuba, 

I 

Article twelve provides for the ad- 
ministration of justice in Porto Rico 
and Ciiba. 

Article thirteen provides for the con- 
tinuance for five years of Spanish 
copyrights in the ceded territories, 
giving Spanish books admittance free 
of duty. 

Article fourteen provides for the e.s- 
ablishment of insulates by Spain in 
the ceded territorie.s. 

Article fifteen grants to Spanish com- 
merce in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines the same treatment as 10 
American for ten years, Spanish ship- 
ping to be treated as coasting vessels. 

Article sixteen stipulates that the 
^|Hgations ’of the United States to 
llP^^sh citizens and property in Cuba 
shall terminate with the withdrawal 
of the United States authorities from 
the island. 

Article seventeen provides that the 
treaty must ' be ratified within six 
months from the date of signing by the 
respective governments in order to be 
binding.

to the law.

The first 
duty before him is the organiza- 
tion of a complete staff, as he 
will not lake with him the staff 
of his division. This staff 

of *ecessity must ' be of a 
special and expert character, including 
sanitary engineers, civil engineers, of- 
ficers familiar with customs practices, 
financial ofiicers, and in fact men 
capable of undertaking the manage- 
ment of the affaire of a great city 
which is now in a deplorable condition 
and must be made a model for remain- 
ing Cuban towns. 

Gen. Ludlow said Tuesday that not 
all of the members of his staff would 
bo selected in the Ignited States. It 
ulould be good policy to w’ait until he 
arrived in Havana and ascertained what 
material w as obtainable there to suit 
his needs. He will give attention at the 
outset to the formation of a system of 
police, for the city. He was evi- 
dently not aware of the func- 
tions said to have been • reposed 
in ex-Chief of Police McCullagh, 
who is now on his way to Havana, but 
has in naind the organization of a force 
that may be described as a slightly 
modified gendarmerie to undertake the 
pc^icing of Havana. 'The organization 
Will be generally on the lines of the 
orden publico recently withdrawn with- 
out leaving .substitutes.

For improv- 
ing the Mississippi river at Pelican 
Bend, 8100,000.

Brooke arrived in Washington from 
Fortress Monroe Tuesday and was 
closeted for^ more than an hour m 
consultation with Secretary Alger, 
then, in company with Adjt. Gen. Cor- 
bin, proceeded to the white house, and 
when he returned to the war depart- 
ment it was formally announced that 
thie president had ' designated him ^ to 
be military governor of the island of 
Cuba, a new post which carries witli it

all the control over the military and 
civil branches of the island formerly 
exercised by the captain general under 
the Spanish regime. 

Each of the six provinces of Cuba will 
have its own military governor, just as 
Gen. Wood is now rai'iitar3’ governor ol 
the province of Santiago, but all ol 
these will receive their instructions di- 

I k 

rcctly from Maj. Gen. 'Brooke, who is 
in supreme authority of the island. 
Thus in Havana Gen. Ludlow will be 
governor of the cit3’, but answerable to 
Gen. Lee, the g'overnor of the province 
of Havana, who in turn will be 'an- 
swerable to Maj. Gen. Brooke, the gov- 
ernor of the island. ' 

In answ er to a question as to w’hen 
he intended to assume his new duties, 
Gen. Brooke replied that he would 
proceed to Havana and take charge 
just as soon as he could organize his 
staff and forces. Such disturbances 
as occurred in Havana Sunday 
night, it is bebeved, may be 
expected to re-occur there and to hap- 
pen in some of the other Cuban cities 
and towns. And as the United States 
IS pledged to restore the reign of law 
and order to Cuba, (den. Brooke will 
be under the necessity of providing an 
elaborate S3’stem of administrative 
machinery in order to hold the disord- 
erly elements in check and secure a 
proper application of the laws.

— About 9 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, when a funeral prO' 
cession, which was escorting the hearse 
containing the remains of Jesus Soto- 
longo, who W’as killed Sunday night# 
reached the corner of Infanta and San 
Jose streets, a violent affray took 
place between members of the funeral 
party and some employes of the mili- 
tary hospital. Ten persons were wound- 
ed, one fatally. * 

One version of the affray is that the 
military hospital employes and a num- 
ber of Spanish privates, who were 
standing in the hospital portico, re- 
fused to remove their hats when re- 
quested to do so by persons in the pro- 
cession. Thereupon the Cubans, it i? 
alleged, tried to knock off the hats and 
a fight ensued. 

The privates fired on the procession, 
the windows of the hearse being brok- 
en and bullets striking the coffin. 
Knives and pistols were fieely used. 

The procession which consisted ol 
180 carriages continued to the Cuban 
camp near Marianao where militar; 
honors were rendered. There we« 
more than 50 w’reaths of flow’ers from 
the friends of Capt Sotolongo, and tlu 
procession and ceremonial w ere virti»r 
ally a demonstration against the Uote' 
Loglaterra outrage. ^

.The jeweler smiled sarcastically, 
shook his head, and deposited the gold- 
en tribute to valor in a plush case. 

“Heroic?” he echoed. “Not a bit of 
it! The man whose s'welling chest this 
trifle is designed to ornament probably 
never saved so much as a cat or a dog 
in his life, let alone valuable human be- 
ings, and the societ3’ which figures in 
the inscription as, the givgr^does notex- 
irt except in his rnind. To be plain with 
3'OU„he had this medal made at his own 
expense merel3' to gratify his abnormal 
vanity, although the graiification is at 
the expense of his hones-ty, too.

“Exhibiting expert marksmen seem 
to have a mania for buying themselves 
niedals. Not long ago I received an or- 
der ior half a dozen of different designs 
from one rifle shooter — an order which 
amounted to nearly $300.

Tlie American ladies stood 
it a little bit, and then blushingly re- 
iired. The native half-breed guests of 
the party’ remained throughout the per- 
formance, for they did not regard it 
as anything out of the way, for the 
‘Lula-hula’ is a part of the ancient re- 
ligious rites of those barbaric people.

LONDON’S SMALL PARISHES 



One, That St. Mary Monnthaw, Con

Honaea. 



A house mentioned as standing in six 
different parishes in the cit>' of Lon- 
don afford.^ a singular instance of the 
involved state of municipal affairs in 
that crowded 'square ruled over b3' the 
cit3' corporation. In that small area 
there are over 60 parishes, noneof them, 
as ma3" well be supposed, of any great 
dimensions, but some of an almost in- 
conceivably small size. The parish ol 
St.. Mary Mounthaw, for instance, 
which consists of six houses^ and is 
the smallest parish in the cit3’, raa3' well 
be ranked as a prime curiosity. This 
odd parish stands at the corner of 
Queen Victoria and Friday streets, and 
has not possessed a jcliurch since the 
great fire of London, 1666, when it was 
burned down, with many more, n-ever 
to be rebuilt. What we ma3” well call 
the “surname” of the parish either is 
derived from some forgotten bene- 
factor, whose name was attached to it, 
just as wr find a neighboring parish 
called “St Margaret Moses”, and an* 
ether “St. Benet Fink,” or from some 
geographical peculiarit3r which accounts 
for the names of “All Hallows, Honey 
lane,” aud “St. ^Mary, Old Fish street 
hUl.” 

The need of these rather (iumbrous 
identifications is obvious, when it is 
said that there were six or seven par- 
ishes of St. Mary in the city, togethei 
with other saints equally veil repre- 
sented. St. Marv' Mounthaw was orig- 
inall3' somew'hat larger than now, but 
was reduced rc its somewhat tiny di- 
mensions when the clearances of house- 
property were made for the construc- 
tion of Queen Victoria street, some 3a 
years since. — London News.

Wise Decoy Fowl That -\re Tsed 
^nre Their Own Kind to 
the Hunters. ; 



Much has been said and wri|ten rela- 
tive to the use of cotton seed meal as a 
cattle food. Nearly all investigators 
afe’ree in giving it a high value and urge 
dairymen tp use this material not cnly 
because it is a cheap source of protein 
but because it also has a high manurial 
value. Practical farmers differ greatly 
in their estimates, of cotton seed meal. 
Some seem to use it very satisfactorily 
for awhile' and later conclude that the 
feed is not well adapted for their pur- 
poses. Occasionally a feeder observes 
that the health of the animals is af- 
fected by the feeding of cotton seed too 
freely, and it sometimes happens that 
even after animals' have been fed for 
months with’ apparent success that they, 
are injured by its continued use. j It 
has also, happened thpt cows fed upon 
cotton seed meal do well for a time and 
that later the milk flow is diminished 
without apparent cause. There are at 
present no other concentrated fe»?ding 
stuffs which vary so much hi composi- 
tion as cotton seed meals from different 
sources and different mills. Within 
three ^weeks the station has examined 
samples varying from 22 per cent, to 
over 53 per cent, of protein. , ^ 

This gn'ater variation in different 
lots of cotton seed meal may explain 
the different estimates of different 
practical feeders and of the same feed- 
ers at different times. If a cow is fed 
a cotton seed meal containing 2h per 
cent., protein and is then fed an equal 
.weight of meal containing 52 percent, 
it is evident that the amount of pro- 
tein which she receives will have l>een 
doubled by the change. If she has been 
fed up to her full capacity in the first 
instance such an increase must result 
disas<troiisly. On the ther hand, chang- 
ing from a cotton seed of high protein 
content would diminish the milk flow 
unless the amount of meal feed is cor- 
respondingh' increased. — Bulletin ot 
the Maine -Agricultural E.xperimeut 
Station. 



The latest invention for turning the 
rise and fall of the tide and the power 
of the waves to practical use has been 
patented by William Heed, an insur- 
ance adjuster of New York city. . 

Mr. Reed is the father-in-law of Harry 
B. Smith, the comic opera librettist, 
and his son-in-law, he says, has as much 
faith in his invention as he. He talked 
freely of his invention. 

“I was allowed a patent 'on my ap- 
plance b}* the patent office at Washing- 
ton on October 18,” he said. ‘‘By -my 
method the power of the tide in its rise 
and fall may be utilized at small cost, 
and by its application the use of coal 
to manufacture ste^iui and generate 
electricity will be tvo longer necessaiy 

“This power can be utilized at anj 
place where there is a tide. The great 
er the rise and fall of the tide the great- 
er will be the power secured. A plant 
by which this power can be secured will 
cost no more than an ordinary electric 
plant. There will be no cost to operate 
it. as the tide will operate it auto- 
matically. No engineer will be re- 
quired. This power, I think, will come 
in an unbroken chain.” 

. Mr. Reed sold a five per cent, interest 
in his invention to a business man for 
$5,000 cash. He is now negotiating 
with English capitalists for the sale of 
a further Interest. 

The invention has never been given a 
practical test.

The gos- 
lings, heedless of social forms, gayly 
start forward to gossip with the de- 
coys, but the parents head them off, 
scolding, cackling with many modula- 
tions and much emphasis of tone, gab- 
bling wise saws and modem instances 
innumerable, as wise parents have done 
io children since the world began, un- 
til gradually the gander himself yields 
to the clamorous gabble of the decoy 
flock, which has kept up a flood of 
of the choicest feeding ground.

The birds are not allowed to pick up 
their food in the natural manner, but 
have it pumped or crammed into their 
crops by a simple machine, consisting 
of a large funnel, into which the food 
is placed, falling into a cylinder, from 
which it is pumped by a piston worked 
by a treadle through a flexible tube 
gome seven inches long direct into the 
fowl’s crop. The birds are fed this way 
tvdee a day. The dexterity with which 
hundreds of protesting birds are thus 
fed is remarkable.

?. man’s eye at an opening no bigger 
than a dollar, a bright coat buttor 
glinting in the sun, the gleam of a dia- 
mond or the lock cf a gun, even the 
awkward flop of a tethered goose from 
eff its sod, is sufficient to send them 
away bag and baggage, and good day, 
good day to them. 

A curious feature of these live decoy 
geese is that they must not be shot 
over. The hunter is warned that, no 
matter w hat happens, he must wait un- 
til the strangers paddle to one side or 
the other of the decoys, and failing 
that, he must let his chance go by. 
for if once he fires directly over the 
tethered birds they are ner\ous, and 
?t the approach of stranger flocks re- 
member what happened, and, showing 
fear, disturb and unsettle the strangers. 
Firing to the side they do not appear 
to mind, and the older birds who have 
been out one or two seasons, when they 
see a gun go up, “down charge” like 
a veteran setter or pointer, on their 
piece of sod, chattering like parrots 
after the wild birds have been dropped. 
Tamed geese have been used on Long 
Island and other places, but not so gen- 
erally as in Hyde county. 

On the great South bay. Long Island, 
the geese are shot from qtiaint boats 
which are so designed that they will 
float on water or may be pushed along 
irn ice by the occut>ants, having steel 
, runners underneath. When the geese 
f re around, the hunter in a white over- 
suit pushes off from the shore and pad- 
dles over to the floe, his impetus carry- 
ing him to it. Then with the iron-shod 
oar he pushes over it, across the next 
open water and the next floe, until he 
gets to the piece of open water he aims 
at. far enough removed from the shore. 
Then he places his stales, draws his 
white apron over him, and. with his 
gun across his chest, lies back in his 
boat to freeze until the geese come. 
If any are around some are generally 
bagged, but it is cold, hard work. 
Nevertheless, the grounds could not be 
reached by any other method, the ice 
being too treacherous to bear an or- 
dinary blind. This the geese appear to 
know. — Chicago Inter Ocean.

Feeding Salt with Fodder. 

It is difficult to feed cut cornfodder 
so as to have it all eaten, and the diffi- 
culty is increased if there are nubbins 
of corn in the cut fodder to sc-itter 
grains through it. Cattle and horses 
will nose this over to g^ the grains 
of com, and when the fodder has teen 
thus nosed over only the sanall. fine 
pieces will be eaten. The better way 
is to grind the nubbins, corn and cob 
together, and apply this to the fodder 
af<^r it has been moistened by steam. 
In this way most of the cut fodder will 
be eaten, and what is left can be made 
more palatable by sprinkling more rucal 
on it and adding some salt. By feed- 
ing salt with unpalatable fodder a great 
deal of nutrition may be secured from 
what would otherwise be wasted.— 
.American Cultivator.

What are needed in all 
henhouses are large windows with an 
extra frame and glass with i\ space of 
inclosed air large enough to fill most 
of the south' side of the building. Keep 
the place where the sunlight falls tree 
from manure and fill this with sand or 
coal ashes.
